If NewmBrkct stocks were low 
at 57 Adelaide St. E,, Toronto, as 
stated by town council members 
at their meeting last week, they 
should now stand high, 

Since the meeting a week ago 
Monday, when it was declared 
that York county council was 
gunning at the Newmarket police 
court, the town hcs prepaid its 
county levy, N. U Mathews, K.C., 
clerk and solicitor, told the town 
council on Monday evening. 

''Wc have prepaid our county 
levy, which is not due until Dec. 
20," said Mr Mathews. "We get 
414 per cent interest on It, We 
£till don't owe any money to the 
bank. We haven't owed any 
since July I." 

"What about the Hydro bill?'* 
asked Councillor Frank Bowser. 

"We haven't paid it In recent 
months, but we have the money 
in the bank/' said Mr, Mathews. 

"How are you getting along?" 
asked Mn Bowser. 

"We were down to i>ee the 
Hydro on Friday," replied Mr. 
Mathewfi. "There .will be a re- 
port soon."

Following is an extract from a 
letter written by Mrs. Edward 
Norcott of London, England, to 
her parents, Mr. and Mrs, Stan- 
ley R. Russell of Newmarket. 
Mrs. Norcott was formerly Miss 
Joline Russell, Newmarket- 

"I hope you are not worrying 
loo much about mc being in the 
war area, it really isn't so bad 
and we are in a reasonably safe 
district. Aside from being scared 
out of our wits by air-raid sig- 
nals everything seems much the 
same as before war was declared. 
No doubt you read in the papers 
about the warnings. The first 
one came just after wc finished 
listening to Mr. Chamberlain's 
declaralton of war on the radio. 
It was the worst, as we thought 
for sure that the whole German 
air force was on the way over. 

"I was just stuffing a delicious 
leg of pork for our dinner and 
had to leave it to tear down to 
the basement. All the other ten- 
ants were down there looking 
very scared and sick, and it was 
a big relief when the 'All clear' 
sounded. I never thought I 
would see the day when Eddie 
would lose his appetite, but he 
certainly did then and he and 
Ihe Doc didn't do justice to the 
pork at all. It was good too. 

''The next warning came al 
ebout 3,30 the next morning and 
it certainty makes your hair 
stand up to hear the sirens wail- 
ing after being wakened up out 
of a sound sleep. Wc grabbed 
our gas-masks, first-aid Kit (my 
blue-bag fitted out), flashlight, 
blanket*!, cieareltcs, nnd gum, 
and dashed down again to tlie 
ba.scmcnt in our bathrobes and 
slippers. There wo met all the 
other tenants again nnd one 
woman with a little boy was in 
such a hurry she came down In 
hor bare feet, Tlie 'All clear' 

sounded in about half an hour

If the average demand during the month is away 
below the peak, that is, if the town is selling a 
lot less electricity than it is paying for, thai is 
the town's tough luck. C. C. Rachar, town 
electrical engineer, told the town council the 
other night that this discrepancy is 8^ horse- 
power. As an example, the town is paying for 
say 1,600 (the peak) horsepower and is using an 
average of only &00 horsepower, 

Tbe Right Thought 

The first thought of a good business man is 
how to even that up. The city of Toronto uses its 
fiat-rate hot-water heaters to keep its consumption 
chart level. The water and light committee, in 
the person of Mr. Arthur D, Evans, the chairman, 
has intimated thai his committee hopes to sell 
some of this town's off-peak power to the citizens 
for hot-water heaters. The committee is already 
selling some of the off-peak power to its dual 
personality, the water department, to operate the 
pumps- Another chunk is being sold to both 
water and light departments to heat the water- 
works and power distributing plant. Now Mr. 
Evans hopes to sell another chunk to (we sup- 
pose) the property committee to heat the town 
office building,

Hdw It Is Controlled 

This power could be shut off and on from the 
water-works, and would be shut off whenever 
the consumption rose close to the previous peak 
for the month. This might be for only half an 
hour or an hour a day and so would not incon- 
venience the hot-waler subscribers.

Ever>'one must *^gree that the committee is 
right in trying to find a market for its surplus 
power- Hot-water heaters are obviously the bet* 
ler market, for they will take power 12 months in 
the year, whereas electric heaters in town build- 
ings will take power for only six months, and half 
as much In October and March as in December 
and January'. If it is not possible to find 12-monlh 
outlets, either in private homes or in induslrj', 
for all the town*s off-peak power, then a v^inter- J 
monliis outlet would seem the next best choice.

SCfENTIFlC FARSUNG 

Some of our ancestors would have laughed at 
the soil-testing being carried out in York county 
at the present time. They would have thought 
it nonsense. Soil was soil, and they could tell 
what kind of soil it was from looking at it and 
from their knowledge of what they had grown 
in it successfully. What more did they want to 
know? Of course, farmers have known for a 
long time that soils do get poor and they have 
used fertilizers to strengthen them.

After reserving Judgment one 
%Tcek a fine of S25 and costs of 
J25.50» or 30 days, for dangerous 
driving, was imposed on Sam Gold, 
Toronto, by Ma^atrate W- F. 
Woodliffe in police court bere on 
Tuesday, The court session was 
much shorter this week than for 
the past few weeks, as the proceed- 
ings were finished at 32,45- 

B. W. Grofisberg, Toronto, de- 
fence coungel for Gold, served tlie 
macislrate with a notice of appeal 
on the conviction and fine. 

"I am makldt' n protest to the 

court about the nine witnesses 
called by the crown on this ca=e 
when they were not needed/" 
stated Mr, Grossberg. "It has 
been a subject of discussion amoni; 
a great many Toronto law>'ers who 
come to this court that the crown 
and the police call many more wit- 
nesses than are needed and this Is 
all added to the costs- Only three 
witnesses were needed on this 
case and yet nine were called. A 
man comes ut to this court and 
finds that the court costs are 
three times as large as the fine." 
Crown Attorney N. lU. >£nlhew5, 
K. C-, retorted that Mr, Grosaherg's 
protest was not correct and that 
he and the local police tried to 
present their casf^s with as few 
witnesses as were necessary to 
brln^; out the evidence. 

The magistrate diamissed the 

charge of dangerous dnvln^ ^^i^ 
against Irene Ai-mstrong, Newmar- 
ket, nfter reserving his judgment 
one week. The maglatnite stated 
that he would recommend to the 
department that a license he not 
granted to Miss Armfilron^ for the 
lime being at least, CT.S, Evans, 
Bradford, was defence counsel. 

'*The facts In this case are not 
ficrlously Jn dispute and they are 
as follows/' stated Magistrate 
Woodllffc. 'The accused girl, 19 
yeara old, was driving her car in 
Newmarket accompanied by her 
father, a licensed and capable 
driver, who was attempting to 
teach the girl to drive. She wa»; 
driving couth on Main St. and In- 
tended to make a left-hand turn 
onto Timothy St, 

"The car was going at 10 m^p.h, 
when the turn was made. As ahe 
made the turn ahe ohsei-ved a 
pedestrian attempting^ to cross 
from .north lo south. Tills person 



made the tum_ When the emerg- 
ency arose she had to do something 
to avoid the accident so she turned 
the car to the righL She acted as 
reasonably as she could under the 
circumstances- I find that she 
made an error in judgment in 
operating her can 

"Vou certainly did not drive that 
car in a capable way and I think 
that you lost your head " the 
magistrate told her. "I do not 
think you arc a proper person to 
be driving a car^ so I'm going to 
recomtnond the department not to 
grant you a license for the time 
being at least," 

On a charge of retaining stolen 
goods, Peter Wilson, Toronto, was 
given suspended sentence and 
placed on probation for one year 
after Wilson had been remanded 
in custody one week for sentence. 

Wilson waa last week convicted on 
a charge of having money orders 
stolen from the CJi.R. station at 
Sutton. Wilson had no previous ] 
court record- 

Convicted on charges of consum- 
ing liT^uor in an illegal place^ 
Donald Powell. Willow Beaeh. and 
Vincent Lawrence and W. Brown, 
both of Toronto, were each fined 
SIO and costs of So and the lltiuor 
was ordered confiscated.

A special meeling of North 
Gwillimbury township council 
was held at Bel haven on the 
evening of SepL 11. Reeve Emest 

Morton oiplained to those present 

that the purpose o£ the meelmg 

was to consider the objections of 
those whose lands would be 
affected by the closing of a por- 
tion of the former radial right- 
of-\vay» being the section from 
the base line to Vamey Rd, 
which is parallel to and directly 
alongside the present paved 
tow-nship road for a distance of 
about 4»CKK). feet, pointing out 
that the township was retaining 
sufficient of the property lo 
widen the present paved road lo 

66 feet- 

The by-law was read by the 
clerk. Harry Babb addressed 
the meeting at length, slating the 
closing of the road decreased the 
value of a piece of vacant land 
he owned at the intersection of 
pie base line and the former rail- 
way line. He said he had bought 
this as a prospective site for a 
gas station, and presented a 
petition he had circulated and 
had signed by a number of 
parties in protest against the 
closing, 

Mr, Babb exhibited a large 
map, which came in for some 
criticism as to its accuracy- He 
discussed at length possible 
ftilure uses of this strip of land. 
Many of his arguments were 
d[&;pulefl by certain parties pres- 
ent, some saying his ideas were 
"fantastic" and that in some of 
his arguments he was "mislead- 
ing public opinion." 

Mr. Dabb produced a by-law 
of the county council to show 
that the roadway had been taken 
over as a county road. This 
was turned over to K. M, R. 
Sliver, township solicilor. who 
was present, and he said the by- 
Jaw was prior lo the townships 
purchase of the road and was a 
dead issue, 

George Hamilton, a life-long 
resident, addres-sed the council 
briefly, asking thnl the mailer 
be very carefully considered 
from all possible angles hefore 
takin^i the proposed action, llo 
was followed by Dr, J. H. Wes- 
ley of Newmarket who spoke 
along similar lines anri ad<letl 
Ihal North Gwillimbury had suf- 
fered in the past \>y allowing 
certain parlies to nt-quin- lands 
which the township should have 
ret Pined. 

J. B. MacKinnon and Geo- 
Baker were present and slated 
Iheir position and that of some 
other owners of lands abuttinti 
on the road. They slated they 
wei-e not interested in the mat- 
ter of closing the road in itself 
but when they had heard two 
years ago that Ihcre was n poss- 
ibility of the road being closed 
and tiie properly fold Ihey did 
not want to liike the oluuico of it 
going into other hands and they 
had made the council an offer to 
purchase iL They were not in 
any way interested in grabbing 
the land if it was in the town- 
ship's interest to retain it. 

The council v;ere agreed to 
taking time to consider the argu- 
ments ihat had been presented 
and the best interost.^ of the 
township l^efore taking further 
action on the by-law. The mat- 
ter was accordingly left over for 
a future meeting. 

13r. Wesle>\ who is a property- 
bolder at Crescent Beach, said 
that his Interests were indirectly 
affected by the sale of the road- 
way and urged on the mcmhers 
of council the necessity of i>ring- 

ing such an important mailer 
before all the ratepayers of the 
township at the annual election* 
He complimented the lownship 
council for their business fore- 
sight In tlio purchase of tins 
roadway some few years ago for 
the smnit sum of $1000, and was 
very much against selling nny 
pnrl of It at any price. 

Dr. Wesley snld Hint llie smnll 
sum realized for the land, St. 000, 
would be spent and sprinkled 
over the township in the course 
of a year like so much salt. He 
told bow the township of North 
Gwillimbury bad been llie place 
of the commencement of his pro> 
fessional career In inOl, and thnt 
over since then be hns had a pro- 
found interest in all the activities 
of tbe township council, and it 
hns been with regret that he bns 
noticed piece after piece of whnt 
should be kept for the pleasure 
and use of the common people 
Mid tn private interestSj thua 
fibutling out the piih1lc> 

H]» contention was that the 
two roadv/ays shouM run to- 
gether, that the part south of the 

pnvemenl should bo beautified 
with evergreen trees and shrub- 
bery, and Q public bridle path 
constructed, where oven the far- 
mom* sons would bnve a beauti- 
ful path to train their saddle 
horse.i. Then again, the way 
motor traffic Is Increasing, ho 
aald, it is hard to mnke n rond 
loo wide to nccommodnto the 
public with cars and even aero- 
pinner,

[cider applesauce, as we used lo 
call it). 

1 think l\\ better tell on my- 
self, for I am certainly not a 
model housewife. Foolishly, 1 
l>oughl peaches, plums and tom- 
atoes on Saturday, and I was till 
II o'clock at night before I put 
my chili sauce in jars, but T bad 
Ihe proud sa^tisfaction of seeing 
my jars of peaches, plums and 
chili sauce carried down cellar 
Sunday morning and every 
housewife will tell you what a 
cosy, .satLsfied feeling it is to see 
your baskets of fruit and vege- 
tables safely transferred to jars 
and sloretl dow*n cellar. 

Oh yes, I want to make pear 
marmalade, too, before 1 end up, 
and some pickled onions. T did 
up some beets today. Really you 
begin to think the iK-rson who 
made up ihe old adage of a "man 

works from sun to sun, but a 
woman's work Ls never done/' 

surely knew whereof he spoke! 

And the hout^cplants must 
cither he repotted. If ihey are 
in the garden, or else slips taken 
from Ihem. Tlten the tulips j 
must be seen to and re-planted 
ready for spring. The perennials, 
those at least that have done 
flowering, need attention, if only 
lo <livide them and give n nelgh- 
l>or a part for her liorder. My 
garden is a ma.^s of yellow 
fifjwers of one sort or another, 
the brown-eyed Susans etspccial- 
ly. I plante<l two boxes of zin- 
nias and also a packet of seetl, 
and I liavo had /innraa all sum- 
mer, and when one started lo go 
to seQ<\ I would snip it off nud

1 had quite a joke this sum- 
mer, for I grew £<»me golden rod 
and it was as tall as f, with Mtch 
wonderful plumy golden blos- 
soms lliat pe*»plo invariable' ask- 
ed what the beautiful flower was. 
It surely was lovely and flower- 
ed for weeksl If you do not 
know how delightful It can be In 
a garden try some— that is, unless 
you fear It a.i a hay fever car- 
rier» 

Once, years ago up in 
kokn, when the *'Jolly Seven," 
na wo wore known, wore on hol- 
hlays, wo were walking along 
tbe rond, planning our day, when 
a ear drove up and a man step- 
ped out. As r happened to be 
nearest he directed his question 
nt me, ami very courteously 
raising his bat aaked If there was 
any gohlen rod around there, I 
must have thought, well now. 
hero Is another flower lover. In 
my 5ijbconscloufl mind, for ! re- 
call how delightedly I said, *'Oh 
yes, fields of It wherever there 
are fields! In among the rocks." 
With one bound ho was hack In 
the car, iihautlng to the driver, 
"Turn round and get back to 
town!" Wo stood and gaxcd al 
him In amazement, but when he 
stopped the driver and slandlng 
up and again removing his hat 
flflld very contritely, "I do sin- 
cerely beg your pardon, but they 
told me there was no golden rod 
up hero,' and I suffer with hay 
fever," then wo understood. 

Luckily for me, I have never 
had hoy fovor, fio T can grow 
fiolden rod and golden glow and 
anything tine alonjc the flower 
line, I have ao many yellow 
flowors In bloom Juit now that 
you'd think King Midu with hU 
golden touch bad been buiy In 
my garden. And Ihe bamboo 



and we all trooped up to bed 
again. 

"We have had one more at 
about 6,30 Tuesday morning and 
again dashed down in our night 
attire. This time the 'AH clear' 
diduH sound for two hours, so 

in the meantime we came up and 

had breakfast. Luckily thoy 

have all been false alarms as far 
as London is concerned but at 
least we will be used lo them by 
the time the real ones start. The 
A- R, P. IS very well organized 
and a few minutes after the 
warnings sound the wardens arc 
out in the streets making people 
lake cover and all ready to put 
out any fires, summon ambu- 
lances, or clear away poison gas. 
After it is over they walk up 
and down the roads with signs 
on them, "raiders passed.' Radio 
cars also drive up and down tell- 
ing that the danger is over. 

"The next block of flats to us 
has been made into an auxiliary 
fire station and the police station 
is just across the road. Both are 
well fortified with sand bags. 
We are situated just on the outer 
edge of the inner circle of bar- 
rage balloons. No doUbf you 
have seen pictures of them. If 
not, they are good-sized blimps 
attached to the ground by cables. 
They are very close together and 
over a mile high. There are 
thousands of them and f can 
count about 97 from our windows 
on a clear day- 

'The black-out Is very annoy- 
ing and you can*l imagine any- 
thing as dark as London at night. 
It's just like the back rood at 
Thunder Bay. Wc have very 
beautiful tar-paper curtains 
which we put up al night aod 
black paper pasted all over the 
kitchen window panes. In the 
bedroom we have criss> crossed 
brown paper and transparent 
paper on the windows in case a 
bomb lands before wo wake tip 
and leave the flat. The place 
looks very beauLiful wllli such 
ornamenbi- 

'The buses and cars have n 
terrible time driving w*ith only 
a pin-prick of light showing on 
their head-lamps. They all have 
the running-iioards painted while 
and Ihe lamp-posts and curb- 
stones are the same. Needless lo 
say, there are not many people 
going nbout at night. Even the 
trains which we can .^^ee from our 
kitchen windows are all in dark- 
nrt^s. Tliey have no light at all 
and can't blow whistles or bells 
as they may be mistaken for air- 
raid warnings. There is nothing 
hut dead silence and blackness 
at night. 

"By the way the postal regu* 
lations over here insist ihal all 
tetters must bear the sender's 
full name and address, both on 
the letter and outside of envel- 
ope, so if they are the same over 
there don't forget to put it on or 
your letters will be reiurnofl, 
Tiie full name applies lo cables 
too, fop the signature, so don*l 
think I am gelling formal all of 
a ^ud<k-n if 1 send you any."

All day l^ng special 
bulletins on the war eome over 
tho air, tho newspapers are full 
of It— neighbors over the fence 
speak nf the latest development, 
the vegetable and fnill men nsk 
for further news, even the car- 
rier boys delivering parcels talk 
of eidlsting.

FROM DESERTED VILU6E TO METROPOUS

Kingsbury is about six and a 
half miJes from the town of 
Richmond and about 20 miles 
from the city of Sherbrooke. 1 
do not know the origin of its 
name. It is a quiet little village 
nestled among the woods. There 
is no outlook whatever. 

A little stream divides the 
village, leaving a dozen or so 
English families on one side and 
half a dozen French families on 
the other side. There is not now 
any industry. A couple of gen- 
eral stores and post-office with 

United church, public school and 
separate school make the village. 

The United church is a lovely 
building, brick structure, in 
splendid repair. On either side 
of it is the manse and public 
school. 

This village was once the 
centre of great activity. Much 
lumbering was done and a saw- 
mill ran by water-power. About 
a mile distant was a slate quarry, 
now also closed. It is interesting 
to visit the old quarries. There 

stands the fine old home of the 
manager with its beautiful slate 
roof and steps. There is also a 
slate pathway lo the quarry 
from the front door_ Slates for 
shingles and for schools, etc., 
were made there. The quarry 
boasted its telephone and private 
railway and overhead cablcway 
but that has all been dismantled. 
A number of the homes of the 
workers still stand although 
boarded up. 

An item of interest was the 
lit tie school -house, which was 
also used for a church. Services 
were held three times on Sun- 
day. As most of the quarry men 
and miners were Welshmen, the 
church boasted a fine Welsh 
choir. 1 met some folk who said 
they remembered well travelling 
five miles on Sunday to Ihe 
school just to hear the Welshmen 
sing and then travel five miles 
home. How tbe face would light 
up. too, as the story was told. 
An evidence of tho enduring 
quality of spiritual experiences. 
On top of tiic old quarry (by 
the way, it must be Imndreds of 
feet high) I found ercctwl a 
j large table of nearly new lum- 
■ ber_ Knquiries brought the in- 
formation that a leading Cana- 
dian artist spends muclj of his 
lirne and labor there. He uses 
tbe table at the sunsets for sil- 
houette work. For this of course 
le requires models. Again it is 



such families. 

It was before war was declared 
that we visited Drummondville, 
a thriving town on the St, 
Francis. Home of a large power 
output of the SDUthorn Canada 
Power Co. and heme of the Eng- 
lish firm — Canadian Celanese. 
The town was named in honor 
of General Sir Gordon Drum- 
mond, who distinguished himself 
at the battle of Lundy's Lane. 
In 1814 he succeeded Sir George 
Provost as commander of tho 
forces, and administrator of the 

government of tho Canadas until 
1816. 

I sought an interview wUh a 
friend at the Celanese plant and 
found it the most regimented 
introduction I ever experienced. 
The gale man called me to a 
little office. Enquired my name 
and profession and address. Tho 
name of the person to be inter- 
viewed and the purpose of the 
interview- He relayed the infor- 
mation, in French, by tcleijhone 
to some authority and secured 
the permission. A yellow slip 
with all the details permitted my 
entrance to tho grounds and on 
arrival at the office an official 
was waiting for me and conduct- 
ed me lo my parly. 

My curiosity aroused, I en- 
countered some of the workers 
when the whistle blew and en- 
quired why all the red tape. I 
was informed the type of mater- 
ial made there is the product of 
many secret formulas and great 
care must be exercised that no 
secrets leak out. I heard inci- 
dentally that those who know 
the secrets may not divulge Ihcm 
nor use them in competition even 
if they were to sever IheJr con- 
neclion wilh tho firm. 1 learnctl 
2,500 are employed there iu that 
industry, which has been in 
Canada for about 12 years. I 
gathered loo that the planl ihero j 
can in 24 hours be entirely de- 
voted lo the production of muni- 
tions. 

Drummondvtile is a fine, pro- 
gressive town. The streets are 
clean and wide. Hotels and 
churches most up-to-date, and 
there seemed many advantages 
for spurts incltiding a fine golf 
course. 

Sherbrooke is another fine 
city we visited. U is about 50 
miles from Drunnnondville and 
strange Ihal it should be named 
afler Sir John Coape Sherbrooke. 
who succceiled General Drum- 
mond in Ifllti as govcrnor-gen- 



brooke is the popular and beau- 
tiful city of Montreal. We shall 
count thai distance travelled and - 
part for another week.
